The epidemic of influenziv is on 
its grand march. Its progress is 
erratic, both as to speed and as to 
duration. It is an epidemic catarrh, 
and its causes ar<^ unknown. It 
seems to accommodate itself to all 
ordinary climatic conditions, (ocold 
and heat, to wet and dry, .to moun- 
t4iin, plain and valley. 

It claims all races and rank forits 
prey. Since its la.st previous inva- 
sion of Europe, mo.st epidemics 
have been traced, with reasonable 
certainty, to microbes. It is likely 
tlmt this will be found to have a 
similar origin. 

Though the symptoms somewhat 
resemble those of a common cold, 
its epidemic character and its 
independence of climatic condition 
show it to be quite a different 
disease. 

The cough plague which sprejul 
over Europe in 87(5 was probably 
influenza. Since then th(>re has 
been no century without one or 
more visitations by this epidemic. 
The first to be carefully described 
was that of IS.'jT. Some have 
been nearly or wholly w.iil.l «;,!,.; 
some of limited extent. 

Most often the pcM ^i.imms 
from east to west. Yet there is 
reason to believe that it has some- 
times origiimled in America and 
(ravelled eastward. Its starting 
point has never l)(>en known. 

In some cases it has passed over 
all Kvirope in six weeks. Sometimes 
its nuirch is much slower. Rural 
dis'ricts ar<> generally s[>ared, but 
often a considenible proi)ortion of 
the inh.ibitaiits of cities and (owns 
are pros( rated. It tarries in a place 
from six weeks to two months. 

The attack comes on suddenly, 
and a third of the community may 
be down with the disin-der at once. 
Its symptoms are a chill, followed 
by (lushes of heat ; dryness of the 
skin; pain in the head and chest; 
extreme pro.stration, a hard, dry 
cough, great mental depression, 
and, in many cases, loss of ap- 
petite, nausea and constipation. 

Prostration is througlnnit (he 
mos( markiMl iind dis(ressing .symp- 
tom. It lasts from three to live 
and in severe c.ises, from 
to ten. The patient, hmv- 
is left much prostrated for 
time, and a troublesome 
cotigh lingers afterward. 

In .some ca.ses the disease tends 
to become comi>licated with acute 
capillary bronchi ti.s — inflammation 
of the minute Vironchial tubes. 
This is apt to be fat^l in the aged, 
the feeble, and those who are 
suffering from previous lung or 
heart disease. 

It n)ay also lueonie comnlicated 
with pneumonia. In this case, it 
is less fatal than ordinary pneu- 
monia. 

During the prevalence of in- 
fluenza, other diseases are unusually 
severe an<l the ge"neral rate of 
mortalit>- is iticreased.

The true gentleman is a gentle- 
man everywhere; to all the women 
he meets, because his mother or his 
sister is a woman, and therefore he 
respects all women for her sake. 
He treals all men with courtesy, be- 
cause although they nuiy not he 
gentlemen themselves, he is one 
who will not lower himself to act as 
a tough or a rowdy does. It is 
surprising what a' difference it 
makes in the treatment you will 
receive from others; here in this 
Institution, as well as outside of it. 
One of our men, who does a great 
many errands for the families, is 
as polite and obliuing as any one 
could wish. He lifts his hat' when 
a young or old lady comes near 
him, opens the door quietly for her, 
heli>s her in a carriage and always 
answers polifely when spoken to. 

He is such a contrast to most of 
the young men, and has such easy 
and engaging manners, that I feel 
sure he must have had a good moth- 
er. But cA'^en if you have been 
so unfortunate as to lose your kind 
mother or have never known a 
mother's advice and cai-e, yet it is 
possible for yon to be gentlemanly. 
If you are quiet in your talk and 
manners and show yourself trying 
to Iw a gentleman, there are many 
around you who will appreciate it 
and help you (o do better; who will 
earnestly endeavor to aid j'ou in 
nuvny ways; and you will receive 
kind words and consideration from 
everyone you come in contact with, 
who is him.self a gentleman. 

After all, .saying " I'll i 
gentleman" is only another w»i, ... 
.saying "I'll be a man." To' be 
honest, kind, obliging, (houghful 
ofo(hersand unselfish; and what 
is all this but being a man in the 
fullest meaning of the wortl ? 

The world has lots of room for 
an honest, unselfish man. No 
matter how humble his work, 
neighbors will respect him, and 
there will be many people who love 
him for his integi-ity and goo<l 
heart. We cannot spare the men 
who always have a kind word or an 
un.sellish act for everybody. 

They are few enoiigh ; and pover- 
ty is no bar to prevent one from 
being a gentleman and a man. A 
kind heart and an unselfish imture 
may hide under the poorest rags. —

An inte resing article in the 
Ladies^ i/ome Joiirnfil. for the cu;- 
rent month, which gives an account 
of the visit of the present Prince 
of Wales to New York, in the 
year 1800, recalls to mind a 
unique incident in the course of 
that visit, which was of personal 
interest to me and t« other residents 
of Washington Heights. During 
his stay in New York, the Prince 
and his suite visited the Instiution 
for the Instruction of the of the 
Deaf anl Dumb, which is situat^Kl 
at Washington Heights, on the 
beautiful property known as " Fan- 
wood, "once the residence of Colonel 
Monroe, a nephew of President 
Monroe. 

A full account of the visit was 
put)lished in the New York Ileraid 
of t>cU>t)er 13th, was afterwanls 
printed in pamphlet form by the 
Institution. Only one of the men 
who were members of the Hoard of 
Directors at that time is now living, 
Hon. Judge Plnoch L. Fancher, 
and but one teacher. Miss Jane 
T. Meigs, who was then present, 
remains iu the Institution. Dr. 
Isaac Lewis Peet, emeritus-princi- 
pal, still lives in retirement, at a 
ripe old age, butnetrly all of thost; 
who were then his associates have 
passed away. 

When the Prince of Wales visit- 
ed America, Mr Cyrus W. Field 
was one of the directors of the Deaf 
atid Duml) InslUulion. Hi.s efforts 
to .secure telegaphic communication 
between England and America liy 
means of an Atlantic cable had 
brought him into intimate relations 
with many Englishmen, and he was 
an especial friend of Mr. Archibald, 
the British consul of New York, 
who had much influence in direct- 
ing the movments of the Prince 
while here. The excursion tx) the 
Deaf and Dumb Institution at 
Wahhington Heights was thus ar- 
ranged, several weeks before the 
Prince came to town. 

It was a beautiful October day 
when he made his visit. His morn- 
ing hafl been spent at the Universi- 
ty and the Free Academy, and in 
planting two tr«!es in th<! (Jentral 
Park, which was in process of con- 
struction. Mayor Fernando W'ood 
then entertained the Prince and his 
suite at luncheon in his suburljan 
residence, which st^xxl on a lieauti- 
ful plot of ground shaded by an- 
cient trees, that is now (jovered by 
the hand8'>nie houses of West 
Seventy-sixth and Scvcnty-sev(!n(h 
Streets, the Boulevard and the 
West End avenue. After the re- 
past, in company with the mayor, 
the Duke of Newcastle an<l others, 
his Iloyal Highness drove up the 
Bloomingdale road, one of the most 
beautiful of drives in those days, 
an<l alighted at "Fan wood," in 
front of the main building of the 
InHtitution, at three o'clock. In- 
vitations ha^l been sent ta friends 
of the Ln.stitution and to some of 
the neighbors, t)ut no i(Ul>lic an- 
nouncement had been made of the 
expect«;d visit. Before the royal 
party arrive.d, the jiupils had r)een 
gathered in the chapel, and the in- 
vit^ed guests were also seated. The 
Prince entered the chapel with ,Mr. 
Mciijaniin II. Winthrop, the pre- 
iit of the Board of Directors, 
.mpanied by the members of his 
party, and folhiwed by the direetors 
of the Institution. As he walked 
down the aisle, the audience rose, 
and the deaf-mutes talked eagerly 
tx> each other in tlie sign language. 
When the I'rince wan seated be- 
tween President Winthrop and 
Mayor Wo'mI, Dr. Harvey P. Peet, 
the principal of the Institution, 
rose, and addressing the Prince as 
"Baro/i Renfrew," under which 
title he traveled, spoke as follows : 
"In behalf of the Institution, 
which T have the honor U) repre- 
sent. I beg leave U) tender you a 
cordial welcome, not the less 
sincere, although of necessity it 
must be brief. In your tour 
through our extensive countiy, you 
have seen evory variety of 
al scenery — our lakes, our 
,, our mountains, our broad 
, : .. les — and our municipal insti- 
tutions; and you have everywhere, 
I trust, receiver] the respect and 
consideration due to y<»ur Lord- 
shif)'s high fx-^siticn and future pro- 
si>ects; but this is th" first institu- 
tion of the kind that your Lordship 
has visited. It was founded in 
1817, and has steadily incn-ased as 
the wants of the community de- 
manded. Itjfi object Is U) restore to 
social life whose who arc deprived 
of the privilegeH which w" en joy, 
aiifl to impart intellectual ,il 

light to thfww; who sit in m, 

and elevate them to the dignity of 
thinkingand rational beings. Thej' 
cannot give utterance} to their joy 
on this oceasion in vocal si>eech, 
but they c«n "rpress the emotions 
of their h' 
and earne 
action." 

The Prince rose 
fnllv to Dr. Poet 



ligently with their teacher in the 
sign language. A striking contrast 
was next given Oy introducing a 
similar number of pupils from the 
highest class, who wrote their senti- 
ments upon being visitcfl by the 
Prince of Wales, and aft/«!rwards 
some impromptu corn[iositions ujjon 
themes sugg(!stcd by him. One of 
the young riien wrote ; "It is with 
unbounded* pleasure that we wel- 
come lo our Institution tlie Prince 
of Wales, or Bai-on Renfrew, under 
which hereditary title he is travel- 
ing with liis suit<!. As our silent 
tongues will not permit us to wel- 
come him by chanting national airs, 
we hope that our giving Baron 
Renfrew a lieartfelt welcome in writ- 
ing on these slates, the materials of 
which came from the |)rovince of 
which he is styled the Prince, will 
])e sufTici<(nt to exiness our true 
feelings." One of the younjj ladies 
wrote as follows: "The event 
which has led to our Introduction 
to the stitge, this auspicious after- 
noon, is one, whi<;h stands rivaled 
in iionor and glory by norm in the 
,innals of this Institution — viz., the 
call of his Royal Highness, the 
Prince of Wales, with some of the 
most distinguislied nobility of Eng- 
land. We had for quite a period 
look<;d forward anxiously and yet 
hopefully to the; hour in which we 
nhould behold the son of the iini- 
v(;rsally horior(!«l (^ui-en of ori<^ of 
the greatest of emf)ir-es, in spwik- 
ing of the power of which,. it has, 
as .justly as beautifully, txicn re- 
marked, 'She has dotted th(! sur- 
face of the whole world with her 
poswissions an*l rnilitar-y |)osts, 
whose morning drum-lteat, follow- 
ing tho sun and kecpiny (!omj)iiHy 
with the houi-s, circles the <-aH,h 
daily with one continuous and un- 
broken strain of the martial airs of 
England.'" 

Among the, suftjocts suggested by 
the Prince were "Music," and tin 
"Atlantic Cable," which h.-id re- 
♦■ently tieen laid. Mi.ss E. Ida .Mont- 
gomery, then a pupil, but for more 
than a (juarter of a century past a 
most successful and devoted tea<!h- 
er in the Institution, res[)oiided to 
the first suugestion. Nothing is 
more difficult for a deaf-miit to 
write about than those things which 
have to do with speech and hearing. 
One of the most gifted of deaf-mutes 
on being once asked her idea of 
music, said : " I have no idea of it, 
but I imagine that it must be to 
sound what the rainbow is to sigh I." 
Miss Montgomery wrote: "I liave 
ijeen asked to express my id(!a of 
mii.sic, that all-powerful influenec 
which holds the hearts of nnui in 
such a mysterions thrall — that in- 
comprehen.sible something whi<di 
gushed from tin; flowing heart of 
David, heralded the birth of the 
Saviour, and nov.* floats around f he 
throne of Ood. What it may be in 
its bodily shape, if I may soexi)ress 
it, I know not, but I know its spirit 
to be harmony; and it is not alone 
through the medium of music that 
this divine spirit can rruidf; its in- 
fluence felt, for we can see it in the 
<!easeless beat of th«f ocean, the 
dark flow of the river, and even in 
the swaying arms and blended color 
of the trees tliat crown our own 
Palisafles. Nor is music alorie 
found in inanimate nature in things 
perishable, for there are those 
whose lives are but oiiegrarul jxran, 
which at last merges in the perfect 
harmony of the perfected God." 
Another pupil thus expatiated upon 
the Atlantic cable: " One of the 
proudest and noldest triumphs of 
American genius we esteem tlmt of 
the sulirnarine telegraph, whir-li 
forms one of the most imi)orlanl 
links in the great chain of national 
interests which connect this with 
the mother country, and though it 
rn.iy prove a failure — which it is uni- 
versally hofMxl it will not — the 
fame of its inventor will in no wise 
be diminished, nor, we beJievr-, 
the deep and mutual interestH, 
which unite the two great(!st nations 
on the surface of the earth, be one 
atom lessened." 

But perhaps the most interesting 
of all the exereis<!s of the hour, arirl 
that to whicli the. Prince j)aid the 
closest attenlion, was thf^ renrlering 
in the sign language by .Miss (»er- 
trnde Wa]U-r of a welcome to the 
I'rince, which h.vd been Cf)rnj)os<!d 
by .Mrs, .Mary Toles F'e«it, t,he beau- 
tiful anrl ;i' if-niut«f 
wife of Prol' is Peet. 
The vei'ses wiii be read with em- 
otion, after the lapse itf more than 
thirty .years, by some who remem- 
ber the early history of the Atlantic 
cable, as well as the visit of the 
heir to the English throne, an<l th«<y 
ma.y fitly dose this reminiscenee f>f 
a inemorafde occasion.

The Faculty h-cture by President 
(jallaudet, on " The True Basis of 
International Law," Friday (fvi^ri- 
ing, was one of the most imjiortant 
and instructive Uictures given dur- 
ing the present year. (lontrary to 
the introduclx)ry r-emarks of the 
President, in which he said that he 
feared many of us would consider 
the lecture as of "ton serious and 
dry" a nature, we all gained nior-e 
than one point from the leetur'<s 
and the class in Internatioruil Law 
WHS especially benefitted. . 

In his opening remarks, he dw«dt 
on the nicdiajval and rnodc^rn de- 
finition of right, and (pioted ,sev(M'al 
from Bacon, (iundebald, Miiabeau, 
Dana, Biirlaniaqui, (xnitius and 
others. Mirabeau's definition of 
ri«ht as being the soverign of the 
world, is not far from the exa<!t 
meaning. Refereiuie was ma<le lo 
Bacon's words, " War is one of tin; 
hit;hest trials of right," and how 
ffir this definition was not tiiie. 
The Doctor expanded in a (dear 
sense tlm suggestion that the Ixihi'n 
of International Law must be pure- 
ly and rigidly ethical. He also r'c- 
feri'ed to the course of recent di- 
f)lomati(' events betw((en (Ji-eat Bri- 
tain and the United States during 
the past fivf! years — The Bcdiring 
Sea ncgatiation— -more notably the 
demand made that (ireat Britain 
should arf)itra.te her difTeroiHreH 
with Venezuela. This part of the 
Do(!tor's lecture was the most in- 
lerestingand instructive. Sev<^ral 
times he brought out the principle^ 
embodied in I'resident (Jh-veland's 
last Message to Conjiress. The then 
tiii.'i conviction of President Cleve- 
land that (rreat Britain was doing 
a great injustice to one of sister 
countries, Venezuela, has led numy 
pcoi)le, leganlless of political parly 
connections, to res()('ct and aclmire 
him. Th<! possibility of a war be- 
tween two great English-speaking 
luitions was averted by the emi- 
nirit stalemanship of Mr. Olney, as 
well as that of Lord Salisi)ury. 
This ti-eaty, we all know, has been 
signed, aii'l although it remains lo 
br- ralifi<!d by the Senate, it will, 
even if it is not ratdfied, mark th<^ 
crowriing point in "'n i.Mti'i'.<'ilh 
century.

February It, 189(1, 
Dkak JotjUNAL: — The New York 
corr«>spondent in your jiajicr has 
m.'i(l(! a d('lib«'rate dislortion of a 
certain statement in the Hilciil 
Wiirl-cr, touching upon tho size of 
treasuries of difTerout clubs. He 
misquoted that the writer in tho 
Silrril Worker claimed that the 
treasury of the Union League was 
larger than all the treasuries of the 
d<!af societies in the (U)untry juit 
together, when he should have sub- 
stituted the word "nearly" in 
place of the itali<'ized word. He 
asks if thert! are not five clubs that 
have 11,50(1, which is equivalent to 
the sum that tlu' Union LeaKue has, 
and again if Iherti are not 100 clubs 
in the country, wlnjsti amounts 
would far exceed what the Unicm 
League has, Ilis pieju<lices 
against the Union League are un- 
known to us, and he brings the ver- 
acity of the writer in tho Silent 
Wnrkcr into question. The latter 
took for his claims the basis found 
in the club direcotry of various 
deaf-mute papers, and counted only 
twenty-one clubs in tho whole 
country.

The deaf are not tree tioiii the 
oaftSes enumerated above, but it 
s -ems also true that in tho nmjorily 
of cases the lo.ss of the two impor- 
tant senses means additional hanl- 
sliipsto them. They do not merely 
mi.ss the pleasures derived from 
those senses, but often suffer great- 
ly fixnn want of proper confidence 
and employment in the liearing 
world. Of course, this does not 
apply to all, but it must bo admit- 
ted that a very largo number of 
deaf are continually begging for 
work, while many more receive 
hardly enough lo pay for their own 
support. The extr,a strain upon 
their strength, poor living in some 
cases, increased dangers of lif<>, 
and other bad influences, go far 
fowanls lessoning the longevity (if 
life. The deaf niay not be number- 
ed among centenarians. And who 
would care t<i l>e deaf and dumb 
for one hundred j'ears? Yvry few 
attflin the advanced age of fonr- 
.score years. We believe also that 
the deaths from accidental causes, 
in which tleafness may be blamed, 
is not nearly so great as many sup- 
pose. The deaf are naturally very 
careful when on the street. A kind 
of warning fear continually haunts 
them. tlu)ugh not to an annoying 
degree.

Mr. Van 'J'a.ssell related an in- 
cident connected with his early life 
while a pupil here. During the se- 
cond camj)agin of Lincoln's candi- 
dacy for re-election, he received a 
letter from his father, telling him 
to come come home and vote. Mr. 
Van Ta3.HelI was feirful lost Dr. 
H. 1'. Peet, who was then principal, 
would refuse to entf;rtain such an 
idea. Summoning up courage he 
(Mr. Van Tassell) went before Dr. 
Peet and showed him the letter. 
To his surprise the doctor not only 
consented, but urged his immedi- 
ate ieparlure on that iinjxirtiint ex- 
pedition. Mr. Van Tassell came 
back full of smiles and releaUtd 
how he ha<l voted to all who cared 
to see him. The pufiil here ha<i 
occa.sion to see two <lifferent page- 
ants of Lincoln's life — one was his 
pjiHsjtge to Washington to be in- 
augurated, the other the funeral 
train going to Illinois, all which 
. -,ed the Institutirm at the foot of 
■ bluff over the Central Hudson 
Itiilroad. And to show how Dr. 
Peet wished U) have the pupils 
view the remains, he signaled for 
the engineer to stop the train, 
but the engineer refused to do so, 
and the train passed on. 

}i\r. Iloyt followed, and delivered 
the following remarks: When 
Lincoln wasPresident, from IBfil to 
1805, we saw the great Civil 
War, the greatest civil war that the 
world ever ha<l. What was his 
po.situ>n Jis President, Vith refer- 
ence U) the army?
